FBI hore is on* job in the rove scene thot lakes a lot of bolls to 
I do, and thot job corrlos the title "Stoge Manager". There ore 



many other titles (hoi (ho stage manager is called, but most 
of these or* unprintable! Why is that then? Well at somo time or 
other most of us have tried to blag our way up on to the stage at a 
party, some times you got up there ond somo times you oint got a 
chance. And who stops you gotting up on tho plotform of your 
dreams? Yeah, you guossod it - tho stogo manager. And tho first 
thing you think of is what o fking arse hole. You soo oil thoso 
other pooplo up thoro having it big timo ond you'ro standing thoro 
vory pissod off. So near, but so far away. Well this month I thought 
it would bo quito interesting to look at tho probloms that a "Stage 
Manager" has to contend with on tho night. So lot mo introduco you 
to Paul Ace, he's tho nasty man who koops you off tho stage at 
"Desire, Elevation, World Dance and Reincarnation" So let's find out 
why: 

BLAZE: PAUL HOW LONG HAVE YOU BEEN A STAGE MANAGER? 
Paul: I started last year for tho Elovotion boys down at tho Roller 
^xptmss. Since then I've worked for Desire, Reincarnation and the 
World Dance Organisation. 

BLAZE: SO TELL ME, APART FROM STOPPING PEOPLE GETTING ON 
TO THE STAGE AREA, WHAT DOES THIS JOB ENTAIL? Paul: Well I 
just like to say that thoro is a reason for not letting everybody up 
on tho stage. This is a safety reason, as you will probably realise a 
stogo can only toko so many people and if that number is exceeded 
it becomes dangerous for everybody up there. Now I'm responsible 
for the safety of the stage area and there is no way that I want an 
accident to happen to anyone. Also if there ore too many people 
dancing at any one timo it can sometimes make very hard work for 
tho DJ playing, because tho docks start to jump. As to the rest of 
my job, well I see that as the smooth running of the stage over the 
whole of tho night. For instance, helping the DJs up with their 
records, making sure tho sound levels ore right, if tho MC wants the 
mike turned up or down ond making what is going on look good to 
the crowd out front. I think if a stage has too many dancers on it, it 
looks very untidy and cluttered. There are lots of other things os 
well that have to bo dealt with on the night. Each party that I've 
managed has been different and has its own set of problems that I 
have to deal with. 

BLAZE: SO PAUL WHAT'S THE MOST COMMON PROBLEM THAT 
YOU HAVE TO DEAL WITH? Paul: Well it's people trying to blag 
their way on to the stogel Now if the stage is running well I don't 
have a problem letting people up there. The problem comes when 
I've let someone up for say 10-15 minutes ond then you ask them to 
leave, because others are waiting and they won't get off the stage. 
Thot really pisses mo off, so I put my foot down ond tell them thot if 
they don't get off I will get security to chuck them out. That usually 
works, but you do get the one or two who hove to be bodily 
removed form the stage ond when this happens I tend not to let 
anybody else up, you see I don't wont problems or oggro, I just 
don't hove time for it. 

BLAZE: SO WHAT'S THE MOST COMMON BLAG TO GET ON TO THE 
STAGE? Paul: Well it goes like this, "I'm with the DJ ond I've got 
some records for him" Well this bloke or girl is standing there with 
empty hands, there ore NO RECORDSI So please don't insult me - 
I'm not blind, if I'm oble to let you on to the stage I will, but don't 
take me for a fooll 

BLAZE: SO WHAT OTHER PROBLEMS ARISE THAT YOU HAVE TO 
DEAL WITH? Poul: Well sometimes I hove to put my foot down with 
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the dancers thot ore on stoge. You see if there is o well known DJ 
ploying o really good set everybody wants to bo on the stage 
dancing, now that's OK if the stoge is big, but even then I hove to 
keep control. Anyway, at Desire in Cambridge I have a limited 
stoge area ond so I con only have four or five dancers on the stoge 
ot any one time. 

BLAZE: SO DO THE DIFFERENT ORGANISATIONS THAT YOU WORK 
FOR TELL YOU HOW THEY WANT THE STAGE MANAGED? Poul: No, 
it's left up to me how I run the stage area. 

BLAZE: TELL ME WHAT YOU THINK OF THE MUSIC AT THE 
MOMENT? Paul: Well at the beginning of '93 the music was dark 
and I felt thot the rove scene was dying, but now the DJs ore 
ploying much more intelligent music and the scene is really picking 
up agoin, because of this rovers ore starting to smile ond everyone 
is storting to enjoy themselves and are getting back to whot raving 
is all about. 

BLAZE: TELL ME ABOUT YOUR NIGHT AS A STAGE MANAGER, START 
FROM THE TIME YOU ARRIVE. Paul: Well usually when I get there I 
still hove trouble getting in, this is because no one ever puts me on 
the guest list. No that's true. So once I've blogged my way in, I go 
straight up to the sound and see who's about. I go ond see who's 
in control of the sound ond make sure everything is all OK. I then 
make sure that the security know what they ore doing. Next I find 
out who is dancing and make sure that they oil have passms. As the 
DJs arrive I carry the record bags/boxes up to the stoge. I olso have 
to make sure that the playing order is correct and that the stoge 



area runs smoothly. And thot is it really, except that I have to deal 
with any large or small problems that orise during the evening. 




BLAZE: SO WHAT OTHER THINGS GET TO YOU, LIKE REALLY GET 
YOU ANNOYED? Paul: Well apart from the bloggers the other type 
of person that gets up my nose ore the blagging MCs. These guys 
are so bloody persistent. They actually hove better blag lines than 
anybody else, even YOU Davel No, really they do get o bit much, I 
know they have to push themselves to get themselves known, but I 
just tell them all now "If your name ain't on the flyer, you ain't on 
the stage". Sorry but that's the way it is. "A.M.F." 

BLAZE: SO WHEN THE PARTY'S OVER WHAT DO YOU DO? Paul: I 
get my wages and go home, put my feet up and have a great big 
cup of tea and then hit the sack. 

BLAZE: WELL IS THERE ANYTHING ELSE YOU WOULD LIKE TO SAY? 
Poul: Yeah, I would like to thank... no seriously, respect to oil the 
good guys out there on the scene, keep doing it, and to Heidi my 
very special lady - thanks for oil your support ond love. 

Well on thot note that's where I'm going to leave Paul, I'd just like 
to soy that if you ever come across Poul ot a party, treat the guy 
with the respect he deserves, if he can let you up on to the stoge he 
will, if he can't, don't hassle him ■ he's one of the good guys on our 
scene. 

Thanks for your time Poul, see you soon when I'm trying to blag me 
way on to your stogel Respect to you ond your lovely lady Heidi. 

Have 
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Over the past 4 years Top Buzz hove established 
themselves as one of the best in today's ravescene but 
shock, horror, disaster II rumour reaches me that they ore to 
split up I I had to find out the truth so I jumped in my cor 
and headed for Enfield to get the full story behind Top 
Buzz.... 

Who's who and who does what in Top Buzz ? Jason- Me 
and Mikey ploy the music and Patrick, Mad P as he's known 
to his friends ,is the MC. 

How did you all meet ? Mike- I knew Patrick from years and 
years bock. We used to be into the roregroove scene before 
I got involved with raves, and Pat used to MC with me then. 
I met Jason through raving. 

What did you do before you got involved with raves ? 
Mike- Well I used to OJ at roregroove parties back in 
around 1982-1989 then I got bored of the roregroove thing 
and decided to move into something o little bit different. 

Did you always want to be o DJ or did it just seem to 
happen ? Mike- Actually the way it started was that when I 
was at school I used to buy records and pretty much every 
lunch time me and my friends would go back to my house 
and play the records. And back then there was a dance 
every Friday at my school and I used to be the DJ then, so I 
suppose that's where it all started. 

So how long hove you been DJing ? Jason- I've only been 
doing it for about 4 years, I bought a set of decks, found I 
enjoyed it so I carried on and things just went from there. 
Mike- I've been a DJ for 17 years. 

How did you get into the ravescene ? Mike- There weren't 
enough girls at roregroove events so I checked out roves, 
seriously though I sow these raves going on. I saw that it 
was a different thing ond I liked the music, and I thought to 
myself. Yeah I want to get into this. 

What was the first ever rove you played at ? Mike- Well 
that would of been Turnmills. We were on the line up with 
Guru Josh. After that we started getting some work for 
Sunrise, doing o warehouse in Bottersoa, we did Amnesia 
House, the Crazy club, you know just bits and pieces. 

What was your big break then ? Jason-It was at o rove in 
Coventry colled the Sky Blue Connection, Mike was in Spain 
at the time so he missed it, me and Pot went up there ond 
did o set. The tape got out, people heard it and a lot of 
work came from that. We mode it big up North before we 
mode it in London because the promoters up North were 
prQpaed to take the risks more than the London promoters. 
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What are the reasons for Top Buzz splitting up ? Jason-Baslcally there 
isn't enough money in it for the three of us, we haven't had any 
disagreements or anything its just that the money we charge isn't 
enough to support three families. What was happening was we were 
pricing ourselves out of the market and not getting enough work, so we 
decided that it would be best if we split up. We will still be available as 
Top Buzz but only if all three of us con do it ot the time Mike-Also 
we're making it easy on promoters now because they con get us 
cheaper separately than they can get for us as a team. 

So who will use the name Top Buzz ? Jason- I'll use the Top Buzz name, 
ond Pot and Mikey will be known either as themselves or as Pot or 
Mikey from Top Buzz. 

Do you think Top Buzz hove been successful ? Mike-In a sense of "hove 
we pleased the punters" then yes, but money wise then not reolly.The 
recession is on and there's not so much work about as there was say 18 
months ago. 

What ore your ambitions now ? Jason-To produce and make some nice 
music with vocals, we like house so maybe something in that style. 

Do you see the way ahead for yourselves as producers or DJs 

Mike-We're going to be making some more tracks. We wank our own 
studio really, where we can sit down, spend os long as we like 
perfecting the tracks. A day in a quality studio costs o lot of money, 
ond there's o lot of pressure after the living in darkness choon to moke 
something extra special, ond you cant do that in 1 day. We will be 
DJing as well as producing. 

Do you hove any new choons coming out ? Jason-We've got some 
things that we've been working on, we played them out recently, the 
response was good but moybe not as good os we would of liked, so we 
will be changing a few things. 

Mike-lf things go well something should be out on Basement records 
fairly soon. 

What is the style of the new records ? 

Joson-The new choons just tearin, nice beaks ,we've done a lot of our 
own beaks, we donlk use that omen break because it just been used to 
much. It con sound good though if its cut up right. I don't really like 
classing music as Hardcore, or Jungle or whatever, I think its just dance 
music. Mike-Yeoh the choon will be on the hardcore side though, but I 
wont to do o track with some nice vocals in it, not running oil the way 
through like o garage krack buk jusk now ond again ko enhance the 
choon. 

What do you think about DJs who just play dub plates ? Jason-A lot of 
DJs are just flinging down any old dub plate ot a rave, even if its 
rubbish purely because it is a dub plate. People ore gekking confused 
because some DJs ore changing nearly kheir whole seks every week ond 
khakis why khere are nok really any ankhems any more. Mike-And also, 
soy khere is o record in o shop, a DJ may rejeck khot record, but if the 
same record is on o dub plate then chances are he will play it because 
he wanks ko ploy new exclusive kracks, even if khey ore shik. 

Do you ploy a lok of exclusive kracks ? Mike- Well if you go back and 
lisken ko khe kapes of Top Buzz over khe years you will hear khok we 
played a lok of khe big choons before anyone else, because we knew 
kheyld be wicked, a few monkhs laker everyone was playing khem. 
Joson-See ,we had khe bokkle to ploy a new track before anyone else. 
We played a new track if we thought it was good. We try not to ploy 
the same records in our set that 4 or 5 other DJs have already played. 



Say (hen youlve got o brood new (rock fchot you were going to 
ploy, would you still play it if it hod olreody been ployed earlier 
on ? 

Mike-That depQnds on whether it was ployed 5 hours ogo or 5 
minutes ogo. As long os it didnlt sound repetitive ploying it ogoin 
then yeah. 

Does your set vory depending upon the mood of the crowd ond 
the music other DJs hove ployed Jason-Yeah definitely Mike-We 
ploy what we think the crowd will enjoy. 

Whot's the best thing about being o DJ ? Jason-Going out ond 
being able to ploy music for myself. 

You don't think its obout ploying for the people ? Jason-You ploy 
what you like ond what you wont to ploy, ond that's why 
promoters book you, for your individual style. 




Obviously you've got to please the people but you've got to 
please yourself as well. Mike-lf you know your music and you know 
good music, then your ploying it for yourself os o tester for the 
crowd's reaction, if you like it chances ore the crowd will to. We 
agree you ploy to the crowd but os Jason says you've got to ploy 
the music you like. 

What's the worst thing obout being o DJ ? Jason-Being o skint DJ. 
At the end of the day, after oil we've done we've nothing to show 
for it really. 

Where do you buy your records ? Jason-We go to Basement 
records in Reading once a week Mike-We get quite o few mailouts 
every week as well. 

How many records do you buy o week ? Jason- As many good 
tracks as are out there, some weeks we may buy 2, others we may 
buy 15. Mike- At the moment there ore lots of tracks coming out but 
most aren't really up to scratch. 

What's the best rove you've ever ployed ot ? Jason-There's been 
loads let me see...Dreomscope 3, Tribal Gathering, and that rave 
in Coventry I mentioned earlier. Mike-The first one has got to be 
one of the best for me. 
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What made these so special ? Jason-Well the Coventry rave was 
special because it was the first big one. Dreomscape 3 was just 
wicked, and Universe, well that wos just incredible, the sound was 
excellent, ond the production was amazing. They did not cut ony 
corners with the production. 

What wos the worst ? Jason-Dance Planet at the Hummingbird, 
there were just too many people, it was too rammed too hot, too 
dangerous. 

Have you done any work abroad ? Mike-We did some work in 
Canada this July for the Sterns promoter. He put on a rove for 
3000, but I think he only got obout half that. 

What music were you ploying ? Mike-The some as what we do 
over here, breakbeat, that's what they wonted. Jumpin Jock Frost, 
Ellis D and Krome were over there with us. I loved it over there we 
were really well looked after, we did some promotion work on the 
radio, yeah it was good we oil enjoyed it. 

Have you hod any work in other countries ? Mike-Well we were 
booked to do some work in Australia but a certain DJ bodmouthed 
us over there ond talked people into not booking us, saying we 
were "too dork" ond "blocker than block" whatever that means. 
And we don't think its right that another DJ should wont to run us 
down ond stop us getting work. Just o little message to him now, if 
you read this, we know who you are I 

What do you think of the scene ot the moment ? Joson-Well the 
music is definitely getting better and there are more and more 
youngsters entering the scene, hardcore will be o big thing for a 
long time yet. 

What do you think of the music, do you like dork music ? Jason- 
Well as far os we ore concerned there is no such thing os dark 
music, thats just o word that people use even though they dont 
understand what it means or where it comes from, we called our 
track living in darkness but there was o reason for that. 

Whats that ? Jason-Well its nothing to do with the music, it's about 
the times we are living in, you know people getting shot, people 
on crock, it's like we're living in the dark ages, thats what the title 
of the choon was all about. When we say "Dark" or "that record's 
dark" we mean the tracks wicked, its nothing to do with the mood 
of the track. 

What other music do you like other than Hardcore ? Mike-I like oil 
types of dance music, soul roregroove, alot of House ond garage, 
most music. Joson- I like House, Hip-Hop a bit of raggo, anything 
that sounds good really. 

Have you got any funny stories youd like to share with me ? 
Jason-Well once I was DJing at this party and I'd just done my mix 
ond I took the needle of the record .all of o sudden there was no 
music in the place, I thought the power must hove gone down, but 
the lights were still on so I looked down ot my decks and I realise 
I've taken the needle of the wrong record, that was obout 4 -ars 
ogo now. 

Thanks to Top Buzz for thier time. Ive finished my little interview 
now. so im going to let Joson ond Mike get on with ploying 
Streetfighter 2 while I hove to go home ond type this up until the 
early hours of the morning, Oh whot a thankless task it is 
being a Blaze magazine writer never mind, one day I might 
write for a half decent mag.

How did you get the 
name Magika ? I was just 
about to go on for my first 

time at a rave when I realised I hadn't got a name, I 
was trying to think of one when my friend said "How 
about MR Magika coz it sounds magical" I thought it was 
good so I used it and since then I've been known as MC 
Magika. 

What was the first rave you ever played at ? It was this 
small local rave in Birmingham, I asked if I could go on 
stage, they let me I chatted a few lyrics and things just 
went from there

When did you get your first 
break ? I became resident at 
probably the best club in the 
midlands back in 89 called 
Earthquake, from there I got 
noticed and got a lot of work 
around the country. Gerald from 
Quest and Paul from 
Pandemonium also gave me a 
chance by letting me go on at 
their clubs 



Where do you MC now and what 
have you got coming up ? I perform 
a lot in Ireland, I'm booked to play 
at the next Fantazia event and the 
next Resurrection event both of which 
ore in Scotland. Now that I'm the MC 
with the Carl Cox Concept I'm getting a 
lot of work through that, I am also doing a rap on one of 
Carl's new choons so I'll be really busy in the next few 
months. 

How did you get involved with the Carl Cox Concept? I was 
in Ireland and I went on with Carl Cox as the resident MC, 
Carl's manager Rachel ,who incidentally hates MCs 
approached me on the night and a week later she asked 
me to join the P. A. as the MC. 

Would you like to moke your own track ? Yeah me and Carl 
have been discussing making a track which will hove a 
rhyme that I do at Quest and everybody sings along to, 
Carl will be producing it so it will be an MC Magika tune 
produced by Carl Cox. I think there is s a market out there 
for me to do a rap orientated track. 
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What do you think makes your style of MCing different to 
everyone else's ? I don't do all that ragga chat, I don't 
go on a mission chatting all the time ruining the mixes, I 
come in only now and again, what I want is to get o 
wicked response from the crowd. I have certain 
things that I say ,like when I'm at Quest I soy 
Ring the Bells" and the crowd 
know to make loads of noise and 
its fuckin excellent, the crowd go 
mod ,ond that's what its oil 
about. I don't do none of that 
Booyaka and Bad boy business. 
What Mcs do you rote ? Scarlet 
from Wolverhampton, MC MC 
from London and a bloke colled 
E-Mix he's more on the mellow 
side but I think he's wicked. 

What DJs do you rate ? Carl Cox, Stu Allen, I rate 
Grooverider but I don't like his attitude regarding him 
playing what he wants to play, because its not about that 
its about ploying what the crowd wonts to hear. Also G.E 
Real and DJ Mongoose ore both very 
good. 

Who do you like working with. ? I love working with Carl, 
were getting a lot of work together now as a 
team, like Bukem and Conrad, I love working 
with Slippmat coz I love the choons he plays, 
and I like working with Stu Allen and 
Mongoose. 

What's been your favourite ever rave ? 
Elevation in London ,1 thought it was fuckin 
excellent, and also Vibalite in Nottingham 
that was kickin too. The biggest I've ever 
MC'd at was Fantazia Castle Donnington. 

What are your aims and ambitions ? To 
carry on working with Carl, and to get o 
record in the charts. 

You don't think that going commercial 
is deserting the people who put you 
where you are ? No I don't think so 
but a lot of people do. I soy " This record is for 
oil the people who say Hardcore is dead, it's not we're 
going to take it into the charts and we'll make it sell" I said 
that at a rave the other day and the crowd just loved it. 

We hear that you and Mc Lennie don't get on too well, 
what's the story behind that ? I'm glad you asked me thai 
because I've wanted to clear this up for ages. Years back 
when I was just starting Mc Lennie was a big name, now I 
admit that when I started I did chat a few of his lyrics and 
I'm sorry and I wont do it again, but he just keeps slagging 
me off on tapes and in clubs. Now I spoke to lennie and 
apologised and promised I'd never do it again, but he just 
keeps on slagging me off, I realised after I heard some MC 
sounding like me that its not nice, I thought I'd sorted it 
with him but he just wont leave it alone. 

What do you like to listen to other than Hardcore and 
garage ? For me theres nothing better to chill out to than o 
good Greame Parks tape, also I like the more commercial 
reggae, just to relax to . 



Is it fight what I hear you've got sponsorship deals ? That's 
right, I don't wont to mention any names until I've sorted 
everything out, but I just said to o few companies who I knew 
were looking to get into the rave scene that I am a notional 
MC an a lot of people would see me wearing their clothes, 
shoes or whatever and that it would be good promotion for 
them. 

Lastly hove you got any embarrassing moments you'd like to 
share with everybody out there ? Yeah well I was on stage at 
Resurrection in Newcastle, I was bouncing up and down on 
the stage when the whole thing collapsed and I fell down this 
kind of hole, all you could hear through the mic was me 
screaming so that was quite embarrassing. 
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Would you like to send out your shouts? Yeah shouts to 
everyone in Ultimate management, Carl Cox, Gerald from 
Quest, Paul from Pandemonium (sort it out mate I), Everyone 
involved in Club Kinetic, the Pleasuredome (Skengess), 
Elevation crew, Resurrection, Vitalite, everyone who knows me 
and of course my girlfriend Joarme Love ya loads 

Good luck to MC Magika with all his future projects, I'm off 
home for a cup of tea and a nice slice of cake. See I told you 
it'd be interesting.

Over the years, you've written and remixed many 
tracks. How old were you when you first started making 
music and which track is your personal favourite ? Erm I 
When did I start making music ?... .Since I was born.. Ha 
I No really, I guess I was about 10 years old, but I've 
been making music professionally with RtS Records 
since I was 17. My favourite remix would hove to be 
the Orbital Remixes. It was a good track to start with 
and I thought there were interesting elements in their 
original mix and I could do o good Techno mix. I'm 
pleased that I did. On the producing side, my favourite 
would have to be "Horsepower".

Do you ever get pissed off with all the travelling ? Yes I I drive nearly 
everywhere because I don't like flying. So, you can probably imagine 
how many miles I do. 

Which is the best English club that you have ployed at ? The Orbit is 
definotly top of the list, it's wicked man I The Orbit is by Far the most 
happening club in England. 

How does the scene differ in Europe ? In Europe ? It's huge , Huge, 
massive. Switzerland, Sweeden, Norway and 
Denmark are really happening at the moment. 
BOLLAND Belguim is really getting back into it. 
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So when did you first decide to start OJing ? That would have been 
two years ago. I don't really class myself as a DJ really. I hove all the 
equipment and buy all the tunes, but with spending so much time in 
the studio I hove no time practice. 

So why do you DJ then ? I don't know. I was gettimg so many calls at 
home from promoters wonting me to OJ for them, that I thought f*'k it 
man, lets do it I Anyway, the mony's good which gives me on 
incentive. 



Out of all the European DJ's, who would you soy 
stand out ? DJ Fly from Bonzi Records, DJ Frankie 
from Bonzi, Frankie Jones from Bonzi. I'm not trying 
to promote Bonzi Records, but these are good DJ's. 
Other good DJ's include DJ Deg, DJ D-Jex, Laurent 
Gamier and Marco Zofforano. Erm, who else ? Oh 
yer, Robert Liner is a wicked DJ. I ployed ot a party 
in Sweeden and he played for 6 hours. A 6 hour set 
and he didn't lose it once. He's one of the best I've ever heard.

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«ver 1993 you could count the number of outdoor (marquee) roves 
that hove token ploce on one hand. Not o good year for portying. 
No multiple choice parties to choose from to dance those nights 
away in on open field. But why you may ask ? Are we witnessing the 
end of large outdoor events ? For Example; 

o) Is it because of a lack of people wanting to party ? 

b) Are there no promoters left to do parties ? 

c) Do people not hove the financial means to go out any more ? 

d) Are the councils making it impossible for anybody to get licenses? 

e) Or do party people feel they are getting ripped off every time they 
go out ? 

I'm sure it's probably a combination of o few of these points and maybe 
more. So, what can we do about it and can we do anything about it ? 
The answer is yes we can do something about it and Blaze believe's it 
may have found the answer. The answer being o 'guy' colled "George 
Arnold". George who ? George Arnold, a man who has been involved in 
the scene since 1989 with very few people knowing and is about to help 
the scene gain more legal venues. Any person who is into the scene like 
you and me, wants things to carry on and not die out. We want more 
parties and no rip-offs. Just a good night out. The above questions are 
khreoting our scene, but Mr Arnold could provide the soloution. Taking 
the questions in turn, this is how they con be combated... 

a) There is not lack of people wanting to go out. All that has happened 
to the scene is that it has split into more verities of music. The problem 
here is there is a lack of events to go to and this means people don't 
get the chonce to go out unless they travel for miles, so they look for 
something different to do which is closer to home. Basically, if there was 
a few more events going on constantly there would be more of a buzz 
and more people going out. So why is there a lack of events going off? 

b) Is it because there ore no promoters left with the belief in the scene 
? That's not true because there are still plenty of promoters operating. 

c) Perhaps there's no money around due to the recession, but I'm sure 
most of us find the money to go out ot least once a month if there's 
something good going on. 

d) It is hard to get a license for all night party event and very 
expensive. Therefore it's high risk for o promoter to go for on oil night 
party. The problem here is the promoter does not know the full 
legalities. This is not the promters fault in anyway. Basically there are 
many laws obout licensing all night parties and the overage person con 
not be expected to know all of them. So, with George Arnold most 
problems can be combated reduceing the risk significantly of not get 
the license. More licenses will then be granted and more parties will 
take place. George is a man who has got licenses were many others 
hove foiled. 

Some people feel they are not being given value for money when they I 
go out, ie bullshit on fliers, etc. Now Mr Arnold is in the process of 
setting up o governing body to control the few dodgy promoters from 
lieing. At the end of the doy, there should be no need to lie. Also, o lot I 
of people critise the price of parties, this I feel is unfair. For example o 
rock concert ticket costs probably around £15 for on hour and a holfs 
entertainment. Where as a rove costs around £15 to £20 for 10 hours. 
So how con on all night party not be value for money. For a concert you 
pay £10 for one hours entertainment, where as o rove you ore charged 
£1.50 for an hours entertainment. Not value for money we ask ? 
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Next yeor looks sot to bo o year of promiso with George Arnold 
around to assist in getting licenses to hold events. So who is George 
Arnold and what mokes tho man tick... 

So George, when did you first get Involved In raves ? I first took on 

intorost bock in 1989 when o group of promoters pulled o shot gun 
on tho police ot on illegal event. Thon 18 months ago I started 
studying parties really hard looking ot whore things wore going run 
and looking ot soloutions to tho problems. 

What do you think the problems are ? Not enough parties and too 
many kids leaving tho scene because they are t'ippmS off. I want to 
stamp out tho few dodgy promoters out there. Lucky enough most of 
the dodgy promoters ore leaving tho scene and things are storting 
to turn. Wo are seeing more kids coming out partying again. 

Is It true to say that the thing you hate most about the scene Is the 

party people being ripped Off ? Yes. I hate promoters that look 
upon the party people as money trees. 
There's no need to do. I want to regulate 
raves. I want to set up a governing body 
were we control all parties and allow only 
the reputable ones to trode within the 
scone. A promoter would come to tho board 
and let us know what they're doing and wo 
would give them some sort of logo to put on 
their flier to show they won't be ripping any 
one off. Thoro would bo contract they would 
need to sign as well with things on such as a 
full flund to the people who attended tho 
party should the event not bo up to the 
standard as billed on the flyer. 



What would happen If say for example one 
of the P J*s did not turn up ? If just one or 

two DJ's did not turn up, generally it could 
be tho DJ's thought. They might breakdown, 
over book or whatever. So from here 
perhaps wo could control the DJ's to a 
certain extent to make sure there not over 
booked. 



How could you stop a dodgy promoter from 

trading ? If o kid who hod been npp%6 off 
called mo up and his story checked out to 
bo true with other people who were there 
on the night. I would go to tho local authorities and ask them to 
prosecute the promoter. Then if tho promoter tried to put on another 
event anywhere else in tho England they would hove to go forward 
to that local authority to get their license. As they hove already 
been prosecuted previously for a dodgy event, they won't get their 
license in the new area and I would moke sure of thot, even if they 
use o third party to get tho license. The only place left for the 
promoter to go from there is Scotland, as in rural parts of Scotland 
you don't need o license. Another big promoter has just done thot, 
lets hope they don't rip off the Scotish kids like they did with the 
English. 

Moving on, as we all know this year saw a very few amount of 
outdoor events. What do you Intend doing about this ? I come from o 

background were I know how the councils work well, very well. I 
know oil the acts governing the licensing of entertainment functions 
inside out. I have an excellent team behind me os well including a 
solcitor who deals with only the licensing of events. A sound 
engineer who is o leader in his field and is able to blow away or get 
round any sound rist fictions laid down by local authorities. I have 
building control officers, baristers, highway engineers, I hove 
everything that is needed to got o license. Before o license 
application is even put into the local authority it would be put 



together properly in accordance with the licensing criteria. In 
addition to this, when you put the application forward it is always 
put together in o manner which is fit for the magistrates court with 
oil the correct legal wording. This is done because generally the 
local authority reject the application, therefore it goes to court on 
appeal were personal feelings do not enter unlike with the councils. 
The cose is usually won in court and the party is given the go 
ahead. A court cannot refuse to give a license if the application 
complies with the low ond that's why the forms ore filled in in o 
legal manner as opposed to just a normal way. If by the time the 
court grants the license it's too lote, you then claim large 
compensation against the local authority for not giving you the 
license in the first place. Here we hove o much smaller risk for the 
promoter. 

What service would you offer to the promoter ? There is two 

different ways it can be done. Firstly, I would get the license on o 
particular site ond offer it to the promoter. The promoter is then 

responsible to me except for the actual 
content of the event, ie. the DJ's ho 
wants, the sound system, light show, 
etc. I would bo responsibe for the 
safety aspect. The promoter would pay 
me a fee for the site ond license ond he 
would be responsible for oil other 
monies. Something I'm working on ot 
the moment is supplying the promoter 
with a complete package, ie. financial 
backing ond o site with license. The 
promoter would then be on a 
percentage, but we'll see what happens 
regards thot. The other option regards 
the license is I would get the license on 
the promoters found site. The promoter 
would tell me of his site, I would then 
go there complete with my full team. 
We would then evaluate the site on the 
chances of getting the license, ie. rood 
access, nearest house, etc. From there 
we would draft a properly mannered 
notification os described before ond get 
the license. I must stress that before I 
work with any promoter I must see them 
in operation before working along side 
them. I will be very selective in who I 
get licenses for outside. 
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BLAZE SAYS 

So there you hove it. A small story on the man thot has the power 
within his pen to kick the outdoor party scene back to life next. 
George Arnold has the experience, the back up and the knowledge 
to get o license indoors or outside providing the location is right 
anywhere in the country. No longer will the party scene have to 
suffer the injustice of not being given a license due to music we all 
love. Next yeor perhaps we will all be able to party free again with 
a bundonce of licenses being granted around the country. If your o 
promoter reading and you wont to get a license for some where, but 
hove been knocked bock by the locol authority or not sure of the 
proper channels to go through, coll George Arnold on 0375 • 
8S8690. He con help, Bloze ond myself whole heortedly 
reccommend. Give him o coll, we need more licensed venues ond 
more parties to keep the scene bubbling....

What are your views on the current Hardcore scene ? 

Firstly, I don't think the word "Hardcore" is adequate to 
describe the many facets of the current scene. Look at recent 
tunes by the likes of Goldie, Bukem, Rider, Nookie and Foul 
Play (to name a few) to see how diverse, Intricate and 
musical the scene can be. Hardcore is House music with a 
Drum and Boss foundation. 

What do you think "Dark" has contributed to the scene ? 

"Dark" came about towards the end of 4 92 and was a means 
of making the Jungle sound deeper. The highlights were ; 
Ruffige Cru - "Terminator" and Top Buzz with "Living In 
Darkness". 2 Bad Mice took "Dark" to it's conclusion with the 
"Underworld EP". 

Now that Progressive House and Techno are Increasingly 
popular some people are saying that the "Hardcore" scene Is 
dead, what do you think ? 

Some people can kiss my arse. Our music, call it Hardcore If 
you must, is the real progressive music. Any scene that 
includes artists such as Goldie, Angel and Bukem making 
music in the same year is alive and kickin. 

What music Influences you and do you listen to different 
types of music other than Hardcore ? 

I love the Techno of people like Dave Angel, Block Dog, 
F.U.S.E. and Aphex Twin, the House/Garage of Victor 
Simoneli, Don Carlos and music from Strictly Rhythm etc. The 
sort of musk I'm interested in producing would have the sort 
of musicallity of, say, Don Carlos over the ruffest Drum and 
Basslines. 



What is Mystic Steppers all about ? 

The Mystic is about introducing more depth, mystery and 
beauty into the music. While Steppers refers to the essential 
dance/drum and bass element. 

Tell us about your new EP 

The new EP is called Renegade Snares. It's a Q tracker 
representing the mix of musical ideas with a drum and bass 
foundation. It's due out some time in December. 

What does the future hold for Hardcore ? 

I'm very optimistic. The music is getting better. There ore 
some great new labels and artists emerging. For example 
Good Looking Records, DJ Recordings/Lucky Spin, Legend and 
look out for an EP by Deep Blue on Moving Shadow. 
Hardcore has been through it's popular phase with all the 
hamgers on, industry types and bullshit. It's now settled bock 
to it's Underground core. Which, thankfully, means we con oil 
concentrate on getting on with the music...

This 
time showcassing plenty of previous unroloosod bocks. Featuring artists such os 
DJ Paul, the Night Rover. Neophyte. Evilmoniax ond Shorth Circuit to name just 
o few. This album gives you oo excellent insight into dutch Techno ond Gabber 
music - ono warning thoughh, some of tho tracks on the EP con induce epileptic 
fits, vomiting ond sickness if played too loud. 

Reocbvote Vol I by VARIOUS ARTISTS 

Number B in Rood's dance compilation ond in my opinion deorly the best. 
Arbsts include Robert A/moni. CI Bollond. The Golden Girls. Sonic Solloution. 
Illuminate, Joggo plus many more dub anthems ond some of the more sought 
ofter obscure crocks of 93. Along with the foct that it's pressed on two 12" 
singles (Keeping quality and volume high). Excellent value for money, look out 
for it. 

Strychnine/Hoschem/Rotol by MT Industries on Hard I Fast 
First release on new South Coast techno label Hard A Fast - sees us with an 
excellent debut from Southampton based MT Industries. The main trock 
"Strychnine" starts off with a breakbeat which rapidly picks up momentum ond 
transforms into o full on Techno stamper incorporating plenty of effects and 



analogue trickery. Whilst tucked away on the flip are "Hazchem" and "RotaT, 
two more sound Techno workouts that shouldn't be overlooked. Fons of labels 
such as Lobworks and Overdrive should look out for this ono. 

Jack N Phil Vol 2 by JACK N PHIL on Basement Records 
More intelligent hardcore from Reading based Basement Records two more 
excellent tracks both incorporating breakbeats, uplifting cuings. cotchy hooks 
and riffs. Plus some seriously funky rhythms and drums courtsoy of in house 
producer Jock Smooth. If you're olroody o Basement junkie then trust me you 
don't need to hear this just buy it I 

Violator by GENETIK on Boss Generator 

More happy stomping from the land of tartan kilts ond haggis I Boss Generator 
Records give us their 7th release to date and whot o korker it is too I Pounding 
boots ond simple one finger riffs coupled with plenty of robot ports ond other 
unusual noises moke for o bouncy, stomping ond obove oil happy Techno 
based track that obliterates any respectable hardcore dancefloor - spot on III 

Volume 3 by Wox Dodor on Basement 

Third EP in tho series for the Wox Doctor ond the A Side gives us a 93 remix of 
"A Now Direction" which is basically the some os the original version it's o 
touch foster and has an uplifting synth. Interlude halfway through - but it still 
packs the dancefloor though. Flip it over to reveal a sound new bock with 
rolling Breokbeots. kick drums ond some sinister keyboard sounds creating an 
atmosphere trock that just kicks - again this is Jock Smooth ond Basement is 
"Ruff with the smooth". 

Killout by SIGNS OF CHOAS on Killout 

American based Killout Recordings show us once ogoin that they will only 
release no compromise, hard as you like. Block and Decker to the temple 
Techno I And this time round they've signed up UK ortist Signs Of Choas (AKA 
GTO) who give us only one track but in two excellent mixes. This is hard 909 
driven mayhem with an infedous horn sound which really does penetrote your 
skull at high volume. Not only does it grab you when you hear it. It's pressed 
on o 10" picture disc with a robots hood on it So you can't really miss it I

I went down to Islington 
North London to speak to label manager DJ Kid Andy and 
find out what all the fuss is about.... 

So tell everyone about Boogie beat records, 
Boogie beat is a hardcore label that I set up at the end of 
1989, ot the start I didn't hove my own studio so it was a 
case of giving people money to lay down tracks for us in 
their studios, my first release was on old acid tune, I don't 
like it now but it was a good club tune at the time. 

What was your role In those days ? 

I did everything then all the AIR, signed all the new artists, 
making and producing of choons, and all the promotion 

How do you promote o record then ? 
Well there's o lot that goes into the promotion of o new 
track, you hove to send the choons to all the top DJs, keep 
hassling them to play it, sending DJs chart reactions, 
basically you've got to be a DJs best friend. And also we 
sometimes bung a pirate station £50 to ploy the record on 
the hour all weekend. 

How did you get started in the music industry ? 
Well were going bock years now, I used to be into hip-hop 
and I used to ploy on all the pirates LWR Lozer, Sunrise 
loads of stations, I got into the music, actually Shut up and 
Dance records was really near me so I got the new tracks 
and used to ploy them on the radio, one day I decided I 
wanted to moke a choon, so I did. 

Who's signed to the label and what have you got coming 
up. 

Well I'm running two labels now, on Boogie beat we've got 
the established names, Kenny Ken the Weekend Rush crew, 
myself ,DJ Nickle bee and a few others, on my other label 
Hi Pois'n we've got a load of new people signed, the 
Eruption Crew who are very good and basically lots of up 
and coming tolent. On Hi Pois'n we've got o new E.P 
coming out called "The bottle of the up and coming" which 
I'm very excited about, its got eight tracks on it but it's 
being released at 12" price. All the tunes are produced by 
new ortists. 

What de you think of the current scene and what port do 
you think Boogie beat and Hi Pois'n have to play in the 
scene. Well I think the scene is all the same these days, 
same DJs same producers that's why ot Hi Poisin I'm 
promoting all new talent because that's the way ohead 
definitely. Everyone wonts to see established names these 
days and I want to introduce new artists to the scene.. 

What's your ultimate aim for the lobels ? 
At the moment I just want to promote new artists, I don't 
wont to become a millionaire, just moke a living. I want to 
carry on making choons. I love making music and I make a 
track just for the buzz of making a track.

Do you get many demos ? 

Yeah we get loads and I listen to every single one myself.

I suppose you 
could soy I've e hod "hits" with Pain (remember the 
careless whisper song) and Baby Stop spinning me around 
that I did with Nickle Bee.

On with the next letter... 

Dear Blaze. 

Let me tell you o little story, it oil storied when I picked up o flyer for the 
Sonctuory in Milton Keynes. A very well ptodutmd flyer promising the rover 
o tound night out for only £7. I thought I'd give it o try. So I went olong on 
Fridoy the 15/10 hoping lo see the Corl Cox Concept as billed. I arrived at 
about 10pm and joined the queue, a not parlicully big queue, between 100- 
150 pooplo. 1 hour later I'm still queueing. the once £7 entry fee w6dmn\^ 
rises to £12 - great start to the night. The next problem. Carl Cox was 
nowhere to be seen. We were not told he was'nt performing or appologised 
to. So all those people like myself who come especially to see the Corl Cox 
Concept, payed good money to see a lop doss oct that did nt even appear 
and some how I don't think it was down to Carl Cox. The promoters on the 
ovening owed us an explanation and an appology. did we gel one. like fit. 
As I left the Sanctuary I was handed a flyerfor an event colled "Bock To The 
Future" being organised by promotion company Destiny, an end of month 
special playing nothing but happy hardcore, no moody Dark shit just hoppy 
uplifting tracks. I could'nt wait to attend something with hoppy music On the 
evening of the event the 29/10. just to make sure the music wos still going to 
be on a happy Up I phoned the information line. The guy I spoke to on the 
phone told me thot it would be hoppy music all night, no Dark moody shit, 
just happy music for happy ravers. 

This fame we arrived at (he venue at t.30pm. We joined (he queue and 
agoin (here were about 150 people in front of me. I got in in at 10.50pm and 
by that time there wos about 400 people behind me in the queue, half of 
which hod arrived just after 9pm Fortunotly I got in for £10. but all those 
people who arrived just after me had to pay £15. I've never seen o queue so 
small toko so long to go down. After all. you ore promissed 10 hours of 
music, you arrive half on hour before the venue starts, join on incredibly 
small queue, but still loose 3 hours of music because there methods of entry 
ore so crop. I just feel sorry for oil those people behind me who arrived at o 
perfectly exceptoble time to goin ebtry before 11pm but did nt. You come to 
o rove to donee, not to queue up for 3 hours or more. At o large ourdoor 
event you expect it. but the Sanctuary, no. So ol last we're in the venue. 
Bock To The Future, it's been confirmed I've spoken to one of the organisers. 
So were is this happy music or are my ears decieving me. I think not, more 
like the Sanctuary hove fucked up again ond I've been lied to on the phone. 
They ployed 1 happy tunes all night, the rest was the now famous Beat ond 
Bossline that is used in nearly every track with the odd Hoover sample 
thrown in for good measure. And were was the quote "Total Destiny 
Transformation" (you know the score). There wos no donee platforms, the 
sound set up wos no different Oh. and there were how many professional 
dancers ? In fad at the previous event I attended there were two video 
ta—ns. this time even they had gone. 

So I paid £3 more than the usual entry price to attend an end of month 
speciol. that had been confirmed on the phone, only to find out thai there 
was no such event. The music wos Dork ond moody os ever, there wos no 
production transformation, in fact there wos less, ie the two video soeens 
had gone. Everyone payed for an end of month spedol. but every one was in 
two minds as to what event they were octualy attending, in all honesty it was 
an end of month disaster. They promissed do much, but what did they 
deliver ? A couple of other points lo end on. By lam ol every Sanctuary 
Event I've attended the floor has been drenched in water, the whole dance 
Hoor. You just can t dance it. your feel slide all over the place. At least 10 
pooplo I spoke lo complained about the floor. Con the floor not be covered 
with some sort of carpeting, or ol leost put some plotforms in ? My second 
point, they did ploy my favourite track "Your Love" and the whole place 
fking rocked. It just come olive for the duration ol the Irock then it was 
back to the Dork shit doesn't that tell you something DJ's ?

WoBc into most large roves of today and you find o loser beaming out 
across the smokey sky. Most rove Nghtshows ore incomplete without the 
lotesl technology losers to dazzle and amaze the adoring dancing crowd. 
So Blaze bring you something o little different again with an interview on 
one of the leading lasers companies - Loser Animation. Loser Animation 
hove established themselves as one of the leading laser companies doing 
work as for a field as May la si a, France, India, Trinidad, Spain, Italy, 
Germany and Istanbul to mention a few. We caught up with the boss Sid 
Komani and the rove technician Lee Russell way up in Grantham to find out 
o little more on a vital rave tool... So, how many years experience does 
Laser Animation have in the field of lasers ? Laser Animation has been 
around for 6 years. In that time it's hard to put on exact figure on how 
many shows we have done, but I would imagine somewhere between 2 
and 3 thousand in total. 

Is thotjust dnace events ? No, thot includes anything and every thing 
from fashion shows to film launches and Top Of The Pops to exhibitions. 

When did you first get involved donee events ? Many years ago for the 
Flamingo Club in Blazkpool. From there work has snow boiled in and we 
have found ourselves working for some large organisation* including 
Raindonce, Centrforce, Sxtnme, World In Action plus many more. 

Whot's the biggest job you've undertaken ? Well, it' wasn't a rave, it was 
the opening of the Queens Gate Shopping Centre in Hull. 

There ore plenty of loser companies Hooting around, what mokes you o 
little different ? Actually, as we ore a manufacture of lasers we got quite a 
few comapnies started in this country. For example Laser Magic, we built 
there first loser for them before they started doing rove events. 



So for oil us party people who just like watching the loser, how do they 
actually work ?They ore operated by a gas tube. It's quite difficult to 
explain, so I won't, but basically there's three types of goses - Helium, 
Argon and K/yplon. If you mix the gases to o certain combination you con 
creote coloured beams or white light to produce some really good effects. 




How many lasers do you hove ? Many. Our stock includes two 360 degree 
losers, 100 miliwatt losers, 5 wott losers, 10 wotts, 20 watts plus beam 
tobies ond mulli coloured mochnines. All our lasers ore tested just before 
they go out to almost guarantee they don't break down. 

What's the best part of doing raves ? Watching people lose themselves in 
the effects we creote. 

Finally, anything special planned for the future ? Yes. We've oil heard of 
these loser gomes, well we've developed our own one - Laser Crusade. 
Whot we plan to do is buy on inflatable maze which we can erect at any 
event and offer laser games through out the night. So watch out for loser 
gomes ot o rove near you soon.
